BRITISH RECRUITING. | 


SATISFACTORY WORKING OF 
NEW SCHEME. 


A’new recruiting scheme for the |. 


Army which was brought into use 
this summer is stated to have work- 
ed satisfactorily and there is an 
upward: tendency in the numbers of 
men enlisted. In August 3,900 men 
were attested, ag compared with 
2,400 in August, 1927, 

Under the new acheme the various 
commands are divided into recruit- 
ing zones, 
Reeruiting Officer. These zones cor- 
respond: to the Territorial divisional 
areas, ‘and the chain of command 
for recruiting purposes..passes from 
the H.Q. of each, G.O.C.-in-Chief 
through the Area~G.O.C.. to,. the 
Chief Recruiting - Officer. Each 
zone is divided into sub-zones, each 
under :an Assistant Recruiting 
Officer, who has"under him the ‘re- 
cruiting personnel, with each man. 
assigned « “‘reeruiters’ beat” on 
& map to work. A feature of the 
new ‘scheme is the. use made ‘of 
Depét Commanders and Territorial 
adjutants as Station” Recruiting 
Officers und the extended use of the 
Territorial permanent. staff ag rer 
eruiters, .A result. of the new 
scheme: ig to ‘give | an opportunity 
of advancement to retired officers 
whose recruiting duties count as 
military service.

Considerable dissatisfaction has 
been expredsed recently in Ametica 
and Europe in regard, to the 
deteriorating quality of Chinese raw 
silk. Representations have been 
made to exporters in this country 
that unless an “improvement is 
brought about at an early date, the 
raw ‘silk business will be’ lost to 
| China, just as the Chinese tea trade 


Japan. 

A foreign exportér, in the course 
of conversation with a representa- 
tive of the Darly Presg..yesterday, 
declared that since the raw silk as 
produced by filatures in this”.coun: 
try is mostly for. foreign consump- 
tion, producers should: be given 
every assiytance by the. Government 
to turn out the required quality: 
For the last few, years the demand 
! raw ‘silk ‘has been. 
gradually falling off, owing to, the 
fact’ that importers in the United 
States’ and Europe have been dis- 


satished with the quality turned 
out. ° 


When the American Silk . mission 
came out to.©hina sometime ago, 
one of its spokesman, in the cotrse: 
of a speech made at a dinner, de- 
clared; « Por “the last five years 
your silk men have not made’ any | 
progress in the production of raw 
silk; therefore must .tell you‘ 
candidly that in, order to keep the 
American market, the quality of 
your silk: must ‘be improved.” All 
of which indicates that there’ must 
be something radically wrong with 
the production of Chinese ‘raw silk, 
and that, the, filatures’ should’ not 
lose any time in improving the 
quality of their output, 

In order ‘to; bring about an im- 
provement in the’ situation, it is’ 
urged that the Government should 
render assistance ‘to the . Alatures, 
instead ‘of squeezing them with’ 
complicated, taxation machinery. as 
has been the case during the past 
five years, Secondly, there must be 
an improvement in the labour situa- 
tion. In regard to the first, point, 
much has been said but very little 
done, At present, nearly all silk 
men realize the imnportance of hav- 


ing better cocoons in order to pro = 


duce, good silk. ‘For the last ten 
years, committees and schools have 
worked incessantly along that linc, 
but on account of lack of ca‘opera- 
tion, and indifference on the part 
of the authorities, very little pro- 
gress has been achieved. It is truc 
that the Government has contribut- 
ed sums of money from time to 
time for the improvement of s¢ricul- 
ture, but these ‘contributions have 
amounted to very little in face of 
the internal politien! difficulties and 
the warfare with the North. |

SEVEN GRADE SYSTEM. 
' Nanxrxa, Oct. 13th. 

The outline. of the seven-grade 
provisional tariff which the Nation- 
alist Government -proposes: to en- 
force in the interim before national 
tariff autonomy is attained, has 
been made known here. ' , 

Acearding to the draft of the 
tariff the rates vary. between 25 per 
cent. and 9&5 per cent. in seven 
grades. The achedule is expected 
to be made into a national tariff 
without alteration in case the likin 
is ‘abolished. Otherwise it will be 
énforced as a proyisional tariff,

Although preaching for 
the first time, it woa evident 
‘ty. the bearers that Mnude Royden 
had found her real .vocation, 
and. a few months later she became 
“pulpit assistgat’’ at the City 
Temple, preaching once each Sun- 
day to. the crowds who thronged to, 
hear her.
